"It has been my good fortune to 
visit Australia on many occasions in the 
past and it is always a delight to return. 
My first trip to Australia was back in 1967 
when | was included in the Scottish party 
for a world tour which took in Israel, 
Hong Kong, New Zealand and Canada.

We of course arrive here in the happy 
position of having carved for ourselves a 
very special place in the history of English 
football. | had gone on record to say that | 
considered that it was almost impossible 
for an English club to complete the treble. 
We have to contend with a much longer 
and stamina-sapping domestic season to 
that which many of our European oppo- 
nents have to face and | was of the 
opinion that it would always be too much 
of a test, even for Manchester United! 


Having first visited 
Australia over 30 years 
ago, = eee Ferguson 
_has a fondness for the 


people Down Under. 
Here he explains why this 
trip will be even more 
special than most. 


| should have known better, because my 
players have proved me wrong in the 
past and they all possess an inspiring self 
belief. They certainly don't know when to 
throw in the towel as they demonstrated 
on several occasions last season. We 
were seconds from being eliminated 
from the FA Cup at home to Liverpool 
when two late goals saved us. And | 
don't need to remind anyone about the 
last 90 seconds of the Champions League 
final in Barcelona. That brief moment in 
time against Bayern Munich will have a 
place in football history for eternity. 

Last season was one that | will never 
forget and I'm sure that United's millions 
of supporters around the world will relive 
those final ten days of the season for 
years to come. It was certainly a spectac- 
ular end to the campaign and one of 
which we are justifiably proud. But that 
was last season and now we must turn 
are attentions to months ahead and the 
fresh challenges which await us. I'm 
ready, the players and staff are geared up 
and our supporters can't wait. 

We will enjoy our brief stay in Australia — 
it would be hard not to — and hope it will 
not be long before we are here again’.

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Manchester United is 
England's most 
celebrated soccer 
club. Gil Gillespie 
traces 100 years in 
the life of a footballing 


superpower. 


‘Manchester’ and 'United' are 
arguably the two most famous words in 
the English language. It doesn't matter 
where you are in the world, everyone 
knows the devils in the red shirts. "Oh, 
you English?" they ask before raising 
their thumb in the air and saying some- 
thing like "Manchester United, Bobby 
Charlton, good, yeah". If Brazil are the 
World's best-supported national team 
then Manchester United is probably its 
favourite club side. But how did a foot- 
ball team who are tucked away among 
the terraced backstreets of England's 
wettest city become so famous? The 
road, as they say, is long and winding. 
Queen Victoria was still on the throne 
when Man United were born as Newton 
Heath in 1878. They were an ordinary 
team made up of railway workers and

played on a pitch that was worse than most fields. In those days no-one 
would even bother to open their curtains when Manchester played. But 
in 1906 they swiped the tempestuous Welsh wizard Billy Meredith away 
from local rivals Man City and became the footballing phenomenon that 
lives and breathes today. Meredith was the George Best of his era, a 
rebel playboy with the devil in his soul and with genius in his feet. He 
led the club to their first league championship in 1908. 

What Meredith did on the pitch, Matt Busby would do from the board- 
room 20 years later. On Saturday 24th November 1951 the Manchester 
Evening News ran a headline that referred to youngsters Jackie 
Blanchflower and Roger Byrne as 'United's Babes'. When Busby told a 16 
-year-old Duncan Edwards to go get your boots" two years later his 
dream team was complete. They had an average age of just 22. In 1952 
they won the English league championship. Easily. But it was their dis- 
plays in Europe that won this cherubic team fans from all over the world. 
Real Madrid may have been the best in Europe but the Busby Babes 
were the most adored. After a couple of seasons playing in the conti- 
nent’s most prestigious competition tragedy struck. Flight Zulu Uniform 
609 crashed as it took off from Munich airport in 1958 killing 21 Ppassen- 
gers. Eight United players were among the dead. Matt Busby himself 
clung onto life for a week. He awoke to find what may have become the 
greatest team in football history had left him. 

And this is where the Man United story becomes the stuff of legend. Not 
only did Busby rebuild the team, by the early 1960s he had built an 
arguably better one. Bobby Charlton, Paddy Crerand and Dennis Law 
were the key components but Busby's masterstroke arrived later. In 
1963 he signed a skinny Irish 17-year-old who went by the name of 
George Best. Best by name, best by nature. The beatific, unpredictable 
fifth Beatle, as he later became known mesmerised Europe with his lazi- 
ly hypnotic ball skills. His performance in the astonishing 5-1 victory over 
Benfica in the European Cup quarter-final of 1966 was like nothing any- 
one had ever seen before; it was pure fantasy football. But Busby's brave 
new team still had to wait another two years before lifting the elusive 
trophy. In the 1968 Wembley final United destroyed Benfica 4-1. A 
decade after the darkest night in the club's history, Busby had finally 
reached his Holy Grail. A year later he retired. 

For years afterwards Man United lived in the long shadow of Busby's 
genius, even dropping down to the second division in 1974. These were 
the wilderness years. Successive managers came and went but none of 
them could stop the slide. Even with players of the calibre of Steve 
Coppell, Ray Wilkins and Bryan Robson, the club won nothing, other than 
the FA Cup, for 10 years. Then in 1986 Club Chairman Martin Edwards 
persuaded the then Aberdeen boss Alex Ferguson to become the sev- 
enth Man United manager since Matt Busby retired. At first the appoint- 
ment looked like a mistake. Although he made some big name signings 
the club continued to languish in mediocrity. But Edwards showed great 
patience and four years later Ferguson won the FA Cup, his first trophy 
for the club. Although no one knew it at the time, this was the start of a 
boom period even greater than the one that Busby had orchestrated. In 
the early 90s Man United went into orbit and have not touched down 
since. When they lifted the European Champions League last season they 
became the first English team to complete the treble.

Not only is there 
one George Best in 
this invincible 
Manchester United 
line-up, but in fact 
two. For it is as the 
‘next George Best’ 
that Ryan Giggs grew 
up. Now, however 
with over 350 games 
under his belt, Ryan 
is very much his own 
player. Speed with 
the ball, a great 
crosser, he also chips 
in with vital goals. 
Even his heading has 
improved with age 
When in full flight 
there is not a more 
exciting player in the 
game and his perfor- 
mances in Europe 
have been outstand- 
ing over the past few 
seasons. All this and 
he’s still only 25 
years old! 


Of all the players in 
this eleven, Eric 
Cantona has made 
the least number of 
appearances. Despite 
that he made one of 
the biggest impacts 
on the game of any 
Manchester United 
player in history. 
Enigmatic off the 
pitch, occasionally 
fiery on it, he is one 
of the most skillful 
players ever to grace 
the English leagues. 
In the run in to 
United’s double-win- 
ning season of 1996 
he scored all of the 
vital goals which 
secured them pre- 
cious points. It 
showed that he had 
the big match tem- 
perament to match 
his supreme subtlety 
and skill. 


The slight blonde- 
haired Scot was, 
along with Jimmy 
Greaves, the most 
natural goalscorer of 
his generation. His 
record of 236 goals 
in 409 appearances 
is a magnificent 
achievement. Not 
always one to strike 
them from outside 
the box it wouldn't 
be surprising if over 
200 of those goals 
came from inside the 
six yard box. After a 
long career with 
Manchester United 
where he was signed 
from Torino in Italy, 
Law later went onto 
win a Championship 
with arch rivals Man 
City. He actually 
scored the goal 
which relegated 
United in 1974 


Arguably the qreat- 
est player of all time 
Best was the most 
naturally gifted player 
ever to come out of 
the British Isles. He 
had pace and strength 
for someone so slight, 
and with the ball at 
his feet he could 
mesmerise defenses, 
He scored goals that 
nobody else could 
score and beat players 
with deceptive ease 
His career did not 
perhaps have the 
length it deserved as 
his off-field activities 
eventually caught 
up with him. 
Nevertheless he 
played aimost 500 
games for United and 
scored almost 200 
goals. Imagine an 
attack with him, 
Cantona and Giggs. 


Ata time when 
Manchester United 
were not at their 
peak in the 80s, one 
player tried to hoist 
them to the lofty 
position their tradition 
warranted. It was 
fight at the end of 
his United career that 
they finally achieved 
that elusive title. One 
of the bravest players 
of the modem era 
Robson typified the 
midfielder of the 80s. 
He could tackle hard, 
he could run for the 
full 90 minutes, he 
was a natural leader 
and he scored a goal 
every four games. 

A great captain for 
England he was 
one of the bravest 
players that his 
nation has ever 
produced.

They say he could 
have been the great- 
est player of all time. 
A man mountain 
who could shoot 
from range, tackle 
with force and run 
with pace. At only 21 
he was the United 
captain. 
Unfortunately he was 
one of the players 
killed in the 1958 
Munich Air crash and 
never achieved that 
poteniial. In this 
imaginary United 
side, however, he 
would have been 
perfect as a sweeper 
behind Robson and 
Charlton in midfield. 
With him and Bruce 
at the back, Law, 
Best and Cantona 
would be free to 
create magic. 


In a team made up 
of captain’s like this, 
it would take a 
strong character to 
lead them and they 
don’t come tougher 
or more motivated . 
than Bruce. How he 
didn’t get a score of 
caps with England is 
a mystery, but his 
presence at United 
was never taken for 
granted. His ability to 
score vital goals (at a 
rate of one every 
eight games), 
together with the 
spirit he drove United 
on with was leq 
endary. His partner- 
ship with Gary 
Pallister was the 
launch pad from 
which United started 
their assault on the 
90s. He could be a 
future Utd manager. 


Always temem- 
bered for his role 
with England rather 
than Manchester 
United, Nobby Stiles 
sneaks into the 
United all-time XI in 
the left-back berth 
just ahead of Dennis 
Irwin. He does so for 
his great enthusiasm 
and bravery. Not 
always the most 
stylish of players he 
could nevertheless 
pass the ball smoothly 
and read the game 
well. It is for his 
ruthless tackling, 
however, that he 
will be remembered. 
Along with Norman 
Hunter and Billy 
Bremner he was one 
of the most aggressive 
players of his time 
and never content 
unless he was a winner. 


Perhaps a debatable 
choice for some, 
Gary Neville has 
nevertheless made 
the right back spot at 
United his own, and 
can switch to the 
centre of defence 
when needed. Still 
only in his early 
twenties and already 
a regular England 
international Neville 
can go on to break 
the all-time appear- 
ance record for United 
if he continues to play 
as he is now. In over 
50 games for United 
last season he was 
outstanding at the 
back and also got 
forward to deliver 
telling crosses from 
the right. His only 
weakness is his 
scoring, with a rate 
similar to Schmeichel’s! 


In his time with 
United Schmeichel 
has proved himself 
to be the best in the 
world. The Danish 
international must 
now surely rank with 
Banks, Shilton and 
Yashin as one of the 
all-time greats. He 
directs from the back 
like a second captain, 
can command his 
area when coming 
for crosses, stand up 
well, has great 
reflexes and can 
throw a ball to the 
halfway line with 
ease. He even man- 
aged to get on the 
scoresheet for United 
and was often seen 
in Opposing tearns 
penalty areas at the 
end of a game. A

"It's great to be involved with the England side and I'm enjoy- 
ing every minute of it", said the hugely enthusiastic England 
under-21 striker on the eve of the long trip to dark and sultry 
Bulgaria.
